Claims 1-5 are pending in the application. 
Applicant thanks the Examiner for allowing claims. 

Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, but would be allowable 
if rewritten in proper form, including all of the limitations presented originally. 

Discussion of the Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

In rejecting claim 3 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite, the 
Examiner suggests alternate language for claim 3. Applicant, however, prefers to use language 
other than that suggested by the Examiner. Applicant's representative therefore called the 
Examiner to see if an agreement could be reached on language that would satisfy the Examiner 
and would accurately define the invention. The Examiner agreed that if claim 3 were to be 
amended as in the current Amendment, he would allow claims 3-5.
